Increase Recuost ! It has been determined that in order to nroro effectively 
and profesfllonally contact ABCAPFLUI, more strinsent security measures should 
be tedeen. In tlie past, it was custocjary to conduct personal meetings oh park 
benches, public cafes, in automobiles and other places somewhat vulnerable to 
opposition surveillance. It is deemed more secure, desireablc and effective 
•to conduct the personal meetings in a safe apartment. A total of i,'4>000»00 
lias been deterndned as sufficient funds to meet the needs initially and 
C*l,500.00 per year thereafter to cover normal maintenance. A breakdown of 
the above figure Is presented herewith.
